TRYING ORDEAL, 


West and Scott Are Put 
on Trial. 


Charged with Killing Jas, 
P, Slamin, 


Crowds 
Admission, 


Immense Seek 


Father of Young Scott 
Among the Number, 


Slow Work in Selecting an 
Impartial Jury. 


All on account of a lady’s handbag— 
which was empty, by the way—and, 
standing in the dock of the superior 
criminal court, this morning, Robert F. 
West and Walter A. Scott heard them- 
Selves charged with the murder of 
James P, Slamin, and were formally 
placed on trial for their lives. This 
was the beginning of the final scene of 
what has passed into criminal history 
as the ‘‘Back Bay murder,’”’ and the in- 
terest in it was manifested by the at- 
tendance in the court room, and by the 
crowd kept at bay by the mace of the 
court officer, who would like to be at- 
tendants if the accommodations of the 
room would permit. 

The defendants formed a strangely 


E assorted pair as they stood side by side 


and listened to the reading of the in-- 
dictment with its wealth of legal ver- 
biage. Scott is tall, slim and boyish- 
looking. His face is;frank and open, 
and bears nothing of the stamp of 
Cain. West is nearly a foot shorter, so 
Short, in fact, that his companion 
looked as if standing on a chair. West 
is several years older than his com- 
panion, and, although there is nothing 
of the crimina)] in his appearance, his 
gaze is not as open and frank as that 
of Scott, . 5

|. As soon as the case had been formal- 

ly opened, the counsel for Scott moved 
that the men pe granted separate trials, 
as there would be certain admissions 
introduced in the trial that would af- 
fect the other defendant. In making 
the motion, Lawyer Tucxer cite a de- 
cision whereby such a motion had been 
granted previously. ' 

Counsel Fischacher, for West, was in 
favor of a separate trial, He could 
see where it might be under certain cir- 
cumstances more just to have the de- 
fendants tried jointly, but, in that case 
he would have the government prevent+ 
ed from introducing the confession of 
Scott, so far as it affects West, and 
vice versa, 
Counsel. Lyman, for Scott, moved to 

have the government file a bill of par- 
ticulars, setting forth the ground by 
which Scott is connected with the 
shooting. 


The attorney-general in answer to 
Mr. Lyman, said that he is held on the 
general principles of common law, and 
to grant the request of counsel would 
be but to recite those principles and 
give to the jurors-in-waiting some of 
the evidence intended to be put in. The 
commonwealth will attempt to show 
by circumstances and statements that 
all that took place was in pursuance 
of a common purpose of the two men. 

Counsel Tucker was at once on his 
feet, asking what the common purpose 
was. The defendants are not aware of 
it, and he thought the commonwealth 
should specify that purpose. He deemed 
the motion entirely proper. 


Counsel Fischacher at this point filed 
a motion to quash the indictment, much 
to the surprise of every person in the 
crowded court room. He based the mo- 
tion on that portion of the indictment 
which charged, as he stated, that two 
men were charged with firing from one 
pistol one shot He maintained that this 
Was a physical impossibility. Marally, 
both might have committed the act, but 
in this case the charge was specific, in 
that it stated that one shot was fired 
from one pistol, 


Judge Mason stated that the court 
would overrule all motions, but would 
consider the motion for separate trial 
later, if, at such time, it appeared that 
Separate trial might be advisable. 

Exceptions te ruling on motion to 
quash indictment were filed by Counsel 
xischacher and then the impanelling 
of the jury began. : 

West and Scott are watched while in 
the dock by Deputy Sheriff Tyler, who 
has guarded many murderers and al- 
leged murderers in the past. 

The present murder trial-is the third 
one that has taken place in Suffolk 
county within about a year, one not 
having occurred in this county before 
for many years. In one instance the ac- 
cused was found not guilty, and in the 
last case a verdict of guilty in the sec- 
ond degree was returned, and the mur- 
derer is now serving 2 life sentence in 
the state prison.

MEETING OF MANAGERS. 


Demoralized Condition of Freight Rates 
Under Consideration, 

A meeting of the joint committee of 
Trunk Line and Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation roads.commenced in New York 
today, for the purpose of taking action 
on the demoralized condition of freight 
rates east from Chicago. _ 

It makes but little difference at the 
present time what the tariff rate is, 
as all the roads are granting a secret 
rate of 12 cents on oats and other grain, 
and 20 cents on provisions from Chi- 


cago to New York. It is not believed 
the eastern railroad managers will be 
able to devise means whereby the rate 
cutting can be stopped. It is fair to 
presume that the general managers will 
as usual resolve that all east-bound 
freight rates must be restored on a 
certain date,, and must bestrictly main- 
tained thereafter. This has been done a 
number of times during the last year, 
but each time the rates were cut 
worse than before, and it is not at all 
probable that this time better attention 
will be paid to the mandate of the gen- 
eral managers. The contracting agents 
seem to have supreme charge of regu- 
lating rates, and no attention whatever 
is paid by them to the orders of the 
managers.

As the income tax law now stands it 
should be entitled “An Act for the Dis- 
couragement of Thrift in the Producing 
Classes.”

This is the essential 
preliminary which must first be realized 
if they are to be of account in our com- 
ing elections, They are not an important 
factor at all in our political contests in 
the northern and western sections of the 
Union till this step is taken. ‘The elec- 
‘tions of last fall showed that they had 
no standing in New England, the mid- 
dle states or the West which gaye them 
the most remote prospect of carrying 
any state there while this condition of 
affairs was continued. When states like 
New Jersey, Indiana, Michigan, Iowa 
and Connecticut elect not one Democratic 
member of Congress, and New York 
is in the same category, with the excep- 
tion of New York city, the Democrats 
even there losing nearly half the city 
members, the demoralization of the party 
| is complete. There has been nothing 
‘done since to relieve the Democrats 
from this paralyzation. Their party in 
the session of Congress that has since 
been held acted so as to make it worse 
rather, and the elections of this spring 
would seem to have afforded evidence 
‘that they have succeeded in so doing. 
, Some of our contemporaries appear to 
think that in making similar statements 
to this we have been attacking the 
Democrats. Such was not our purpose. 
We have simply recorded a fact. It is 
a fact that the country should under- 
stand and appreciate. It is idle to talk 
of the Democratic party as the factor it 
used to be. It has shown extraordinary 
yitality in the past. It may recover and 
4 resume something of its old efficiency 
| again; but the state of affairs that we 
have now to deal with is that it has 
no present efficiency, and that it has 
taken as yet no steps to attain efficiency 
for the future. We do not necessarily 
hold from this that the Republican 
party has been made an essentially bet- 
ter party than it was; there are, un- 
fortunately, indications in New York, 
fn Connecticut, and perhaps in other 
states, that it must still undergo im- 
provement to be exempt from adverse 
criticism. We have very little doubt 
that the Republican party, if it had had 
the fortune to elect Harrison President 
in place of Cleveland in 1892 would 
have been two years later in a minority 
of the country nearly, if not quite, as 
great as it was two years earlier. The 
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efforts that are being put forth by’ 
the government at Madrid, that this — 
uprising is regarded as a very seri- 
cus disturbance. Of late years the 
opportunities’ for quick intelligence 
which the cable and telegraph afford, 
the. advantages which regular troops 
possess over undisciplined volunteers, 
and possibly the recollection of past de- 
feats, have all united in keeping the 
discontented Cubans at peace with the 
mother country. Perhaps the long sup- 
pression of overt rebellion has had a 
tendency to intensify the demonstration 
when it has once started. It is 
also not improbable that the leaders 
have been collecting their resources and 
organizing their operations so that when 
the time came for action they were bet- 
ter prepared than they haye been on 
other occasions, 

Whatever the reason may be, it is tol- 
erably evident that the Spanish govern- 
ment has upon its hands a disagreeable, 
because serious, problem, and that it is 
Low straining every nerve to send to 
Cuba the troops and supplies needed 
to bring the rebellious islanders into 
subjection. In this controversy one of 
the difficulties is that Spain has no hold 
upon the sympathies either of the Span- 
ish-American republics or of the United 
States. Indeed, one might go further, 
and say that the great nations of 
Europe are not specially friendly to 
the Spanish cause, the reason being 
that Spain has exploited its colonies for 
its own advantage, and has in this way 
kept one of the most fertile sections of 
the world in a state of comparative 
poverty. 

It used to be said that almost any 
Spaniard who lived a dozen .years in 
Cuba became, from the effect of his 
surroundings, a Cuban patriot, and that 
this influence also had its effect upon the 
government oflicials, so that it was nec- 
essary to change them with some fre- 
quency in order to insure their loyalty. 
Possibly this is not true of Spanish- 
Cubans at the present time, although 
the ease with which the insurgent chief- 
tains have defeated the government 
troops in the various engagements they 
have had would indicate that the resist- 
ance which the representatives of the 
government are making is not of an en- 
thusiastic character. 

But the most serious difficulty in the 
way of Spain is the possible effect 
which a prolongation of this insurrec- 
tion may have upon one or another of 
the various American governments. It 
has been pointed out that the granting 
of a legal status, even as belligerents, to 
the insurrectionists, by one or two of 
the Central American republics would 
decidedly complicate matters, as it 
would give to those engaged in the re- 
bellion an opportunity to obtain sup- 
plies, which is jvgt now their chief 
ce of weakness. ‘here is, beside’ 
, the possibility that Spanish in

PLACE PRAYS FOR RELEASE. 


In Plymouth Jail for Failing to Pay Money 
for His Wife’s Support. 

Judge Holmes, in the supreme court, 
today, denied the petition of Darius H. 
Place for a writ of habeas corpus for 
his release from Plymouth jail, where 
he was lodged last Friday for having 
refused to comply with a decree of the 
ety PSUs probate court ordering him 
to pay $300 in hand and $20 every 
month to his wife, Clara H. Place, for 
her separate, support.

Why She Doesn’t Cooperate with United 
States in Regard to Nicaragua Canal. 
LONDON, April 9, 1895. In the House 
of Commons today Sir Edward Grey, 
replying to a question by Sir Edward J. 
Harland, said the government had not 
sent a commission to co-operate with 
the United States commissioners in re- 
gard to the Nicaragua canal, nor would 
they do so unless they were invited by 
the Washington government. The gov- 
ernment, he said, was fully sensible of 
the importance of the canal to British 
shipping, and would take measures, in 


the evnt of the completion of that 
waterway, to secure as favorable treat- 
ment for Great Britain as was accorded 
to other nations.

peppermint is just now attracting gen- 
eral public attention, and, although the 
matter is entirely in its experimental 
stage, it has thus far shown sufficient 
success to justify a good degree of hope 
that the final result may be generally 
beneficent, 


The process rests upon the-fact, dis- 
covered early in the investigation of 
bacteria, that the vegetable essential 
oils are inimical to the life of many 
recognized disease germs, Experi- 
ments followed to ascertain which of 
these oils would accomplish the de- 
struction of the bacillus tuberculosis 
without injury to the human patient. 

After’ many oils had been discarded, 
their acrid influence inciting too much 
pulmonary irritation, the oil of pep- 
permint was found to be the most tol- 
erable, but altogether too acrid for 
practical usé. The essefice was sub- 
stituted, and up to the present time 
this is the agent in general use. 


The first work of a practical nature, 
so far aS appears, was at the military 
hospital at Genoa, under charge of Dr. 
G. W. Carasso, and an extended ac- 
count of this appeared in a German 
medical journal last June. 

From this article it appears that 
Prof. Koch holds that his lymph does 
not act upon the bacilli, but upon the 
diseased tissues, while several later ex- 
perimenters hold that it does havt a 
direct effect upon the bacilli. The ex- 
act value of the lymph as a curative is 
still a matter of hot discussion among 
continental scientists, and the medical 
profession at large has not adopted it. 

Creosote has also been under experi- 
ment, but its effect, too, is in doubt as 
a direct destroyer of the bacilli, but it 
seems generally agreed that ft has a 
beneficial, co-opérative effect in stimu- 
lating nutrition, and in controlling cer- 
tain subsidiary symptoms. 

Dr. Carasso, after discussing these 
matters with considerable detail, points 
out the especial value of inhalation 
treatment in pulmonary diseases, and 
alludes to various substances that have 
been used. He finds that alcohol and 
chloroform have a vasodilator effect 
and lessen the tendency to cough, but 
prefers the essential oils. These he 
divides into two classes, those with 
and without oxygen. Of the former 
are the oils of pine, fir, copabia, cubebs,. 
and others, and of the latter are the 
oils of eucalyptus, peppermint, cinna- 
mon, violet and thyme. 

He describes experiments with 115 
different essences, and gives a summary 
of their recorded effects, from which 
it was concluded that peppermint was 
the most promising, Its antiseptic ef- 
fect seems certain, and its facile va- 
porization is a favorable feature. He 
concludes that it is taken up by the 
lungs and the pulmonary veins and is 
carried with the blood into the general 
circulation, and can exert its powerful 
antiseptic force at all points of the 
body. It is eliminated with especial 


ease, and beside its antiseptic action 
its, effect in reducing temperature is 
of service against attendant fever.

AGAINST THE BILL, : 


Report of Committee on Education Regard- 
fhg Appropriation for Public Schools. 

There were just 28 members present 
when the House was called to order 
this morning. After the prayer, a few 
straggled in later, but a count showed 
less than a quorum, and on motion of 
Mr. T. F. Keenan of Boston a roll call 
was ordered. The call showed 140 mem- 
bers present, a large number haying 
come in during the call. 

The committee on education report- 
ed against the bill providing for an ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 out of the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth for the sup- 
port of the public schools, the amount 
to be distributed to the cities and 
towns in proportion to the average dai- 
ly attendance upon the public schools 
during the preceding year. 


Mr. Barnes of Chelsea moved to as- 
sign the bill to repeal the subway act, 
‘for Thursday, April 11. The motion 
was opposed by Mr. Myers of Cam- 
bridge. Mr. McCarthy of Boston fa- 
vored the motion. Mr. Barnes then 
suggested making the assignment for 
Monday, and his original motion as 
amended was carried. The bill will be 
placed first in the orders of the day for 
April 15. 


The House discussed at considerable 
length a motion madé by Mr. Flint of 
Weymouth to refer to the next General 
Court a bill to provide for the taxation 
of property of residents of the com- 
monwealth, held by foreign trustees. 
The bill repeals an act passed by the 
Legislature of 1894; it was laid on the 
table in the House and subsequently 
recommitted to the committee on taxa- 
tion by the House. The Senate refused 
to recommit and on the bill coming 
back to the House Mr. Flint made his 
motion, contending that the act of 1894 
should haye an opportunity to be tested 
before its repeal is sought. ,

THE CITY PRINTING, 


Matter Causes Toughest Parliamentary 


Wrestling Bout of the Year. 

The toughest parliamentary wrestling 
bout of the year came in deciding the 
question of the city printing of the pro- 
ceedings of the council. 

The matter came up for consideration 
in a much involved state. At the last 
meeting the order that “The superin- 
tendent of printing be authorized, un- 
der the direction of the joint standing 
committee on printing, when appointed, 
to advertise for proposals and to make 
a contract for publishing the proceed- 
ings of the city council in some news- 
paper in the city,” etc., was passed. 


Reconsideration was asked for and re- 
fused. -Then Mr. Smith of ward 18 
moved that the vote to.refuse recon- 
sideration be rescinded, debate on the 
latter question to take place at the next 
meeting (last night’s)., 

This was the way the matter stood 
when Mr. Miller moved that it be taken 
from the calendar, According to the 
rules, he said, all committees were or- 
dered to report to the council with rec- 
ommendations, and he could not under- 
Stand why the committee on printing 
should be exempt.

A SIGN OF BETTER TIMES. 


January's Imports and Exports Show a 
Healthy Increase. 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

WASHINGTON, D. C, Feb. 14, 1895. 
The tendency to an improvement in 
business conditions is indicated by the 
completed figures of the foreign trade 
of the United States for January, which 
show aggregate imports of $67,538,214, as 
compared with imports in January, 1894, 
of $51,921,652. 

This increased volume of purchases by 
the people of this country has not pre- 
vented a favorable balance’ of trade of 
$13,798,746, the total exports for January 
having been $81,332,060. The exports of 
January, 1894, were slightly . larger, 
reaching a total of $85,909,201, and show- 
ing a balance of exports of $33,987,549. 

The seven months ending Jan. 31 show 
aggregate imports into the United States 
ef $407,905,418, against figutes for the 
seyen months ending Jan, 81, 1894, of 
$357,317,807. The exports during the 
same period have been only $502,005,030 
for 1895, against $573,567,449 for 1894.° 

The imports free of duty during Jan- 
uary and during the seven months end- 
ing Jan. 81 have been only slightly in 
excess of those for the corresponding 
periods of the preceding year. The fact

She is very well known 
in Néw Haven for her disregard of con- 
ventionalities, and for her ability as a 
dancer and kicker. She has fallen in 
love with nearly every wealthy fresh- 
man in Yale at some time or other, and 
she is always a feature of the City 
Guards’ ball, 

With her were her friends, Miss Annie 

Drummond: and Miss Pearl Walker, of 
the ‘‘Tenderloin” district. Under the es- 
cort of this symposium, Master Shepard 
was taken to the ball. 
,.On the character of the revels, New 
Haven opinion is divided.
